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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Leising 
fails to teach the electrical field controllably quenching the photolumlnescence light from the emitter layer, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The Examiner notes that while features may be recited either structurally of functionally, claims must be distinguished from the 
prior art in terms of structure rather than function (MPEP 21 14). Leising discloses that the electric field determines the 
electroluminescence of the emitter layer (col. 13, In. 26-30). Leising also discloses quenching being reduced by lowering the operating 
field strengths (coL 13, In. 40-45). Thus, the Examiner holds that the device disclosed by Leising is capable of providing an electric field 
that controllably quenches the photolumlnescence light from the emitter layer. 

In response to applicant's argument that Leising fails to teach an excitation light source, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
Examiner notes that applicant discloses the excitation light being a lamp with a high quota of blue and ultraviolet rays (pg. 9, In. 7-9 of 
instant application). Leising discloses blue light as an excitation light source for exciting the luminous layer (col. 13, In. 46-59). Thus, the 
Examiner holds that Leising teaches an excitation light source analogous to the excitation light souce claimed in the instant application. 
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
